Pursuing this policy it has in 
the last few weeks contracted 
with outside companies for all of 
its storage batteries, which it for- 
merly made. Of this immense 
business, one-half goes to Electric 
Storage Battery and the other 
half to a subsidiary of Electric 


Auto-Lite Corporation. It has re- 
cently given its entire steering 


gear contract to one of the smaller 


Detroit companies” 


It no longer makes all 


of its wheels as it used formerly | 


to do. Kelsey-Hayes is now sup- 
plying 331-3 per cent. of its re- 
quirements. 

Ford now even prefers not to 
make all of its own bodies. As a 
result, Briggs Manufacturing is sup- 
plying 2,500 bodies daily, and the 
Murray Corporation shortly will be 
supplying some of the bodies, for 
the de luxe job. National Acme 
Company of Cleveland is getting 
the shock absorber orders and is 
currently supplying 8,000 of these 
daily. 

It will be recalled that when Ford 
first embarked upon the manufac- 
ture of the new Model A, Electric 
Auto-Lite received a contract for a 
minor unit of the starting-lighting 
systems, of which American Bosch 
also made a small part. Ford has 
now gone still further and is allow- 
ing Electric Auto-Lite to make a 
considerable portion of the starting- 
lighting systems unit. In fact, the 
Toledo automobile parts maker is 
now understood to be turning out 
about 7,600 generating motors daily 
for Ford. 

The tire business is now split up 
finer than it used to be and goes 
to four makers, with Firestone get- 
ting about a third.

ETROIT, Dec. 18.—Style inno- 
vations in the new Pontiac Six, 
which will make its bow around 
the first of the year, as well as ex- 
panied body plant facilities for 
the line, have been announced by 
the Oakland Motor Car Company. 
Fisher Body plant facilities at 
Pontiac have been largely increased 
and are practically ready to work 
on the new Pontiac bodies. Expan- 
sions include a new stamping plant, 
enlargement of the power plant and 
the construction of a storage build- 
ing to make possible more extended 
body operations. Fisher officials 
estimate that mext year the en- 
larged plant will have a capacity of 
1,500 bodies daily. 
Expansion projects now under way 


'at the Oakiand-Pontiac plants will 


give the company a combined peak 
volume of 350,000 cars in 1929, com- 
pared with a closely estimated out- 
put of 265,000 units this year. 
Early in 1929, when the new 
foundry begins producing castings 
for Oakland and Pontiac, all the 
majer parts used in these cars 
will be built in plants owned by 
the Oakland company and the 
Fisher corporation, with the units

conveniently grouped to reduce

The Fisher and the Oakland-Pon- 
tiac plants adjoin, being linked by a 
quarter-mile long conveyor, through 
which bodies are impelled by com- 
pressed air. By next week, this con- 
veyor will be functioning and car 
production should touch volume fig- 
ures, so that dealers may be ade- 
quately stocked by the time the new 
Pontiac goes on public view. 

Advance hints of the appearance 
of the new Pontiac, in addition to 
the fact that it will be generally 
more like a “big car,” are that while 
the bodies will duplicate in several 
specifications the latest Oakland 
designs, there will be pleasing points 
of variance from the conventional. 
There will be side louvers on the 
hood, with new window design, new 
in belt line, body molding 
and pillar line, and the generous
